Immediately Mr. Blood got'up, and went to Court accor- 
dingly, and upon his return thence, which was . within- ſome 
ſmall time after, he met a Conſtable at the'\upper end of King- 


ſtreet in Weſtminſter, who defiring him to ſtepaſidea lictle into an 


Alley that was hard by, told him he had a Warranc* ( miſtaking 
a Warrant for a Mitimus ) againſt him fromSir WilliamWaller, 
and that if he pleaſed to ſtep into any Houſe hard by, he would 
follow him, withour expoſing the paſlage tothe view of any, 
that upon'leeing a Conſtable in his company might be apt to 
gueſs of his being in trouble; Mr. Blood thereupon went to the 
Dog-Taverm, next door to. the' Gate-houſe, whicther the ſaid 

cer followed him, and ſhew'd him his Authority from Sir 
William, which was in the following words; ( /iz. )

Sodomy, be having reſuſed to give m Bail to appear the next 
General Seſſions of the Peace to be held for the City and Li- 
berty of Weſtminſter to anſwer the Premiſes. 

Theſe are therefore in His Majeities Name upon ſight 
hereof to diref+ you to take into your Cuſtody the Body of 
him the ſaid Collonel Thomas Blood, and him ſafely to 
keep wntil be fhall be delivered by due courſe of Law.

that Sir William having iflued his Mittimus the day belate: being

ing away Mr. Blood ow oy the yertue of i lame, "ond 
imagining that the:Conftable did his Duty, that day accordingly 
in laying of him up; the Pairiter bad ſore how notice thereof 
brought-him, and {6 diſpers'd-1t.' - Bur Sir Willian Joon: heard 
of the miſtake, for ſending upon the ſaid Saturday, about three 
in the afternoon, / ont of the faid Witnefles from the'Cock-Ale- 
Houſe near Temple«Bar to Weſtwinfter, to know of the Conſtable 
how he had diſpoſed: of Mr. Blood, he found: the, ' Conſtable 
was with. Mr. Bled at the Nog: Tavern, who ſentling/for the 
Conſtable into another Room; asked hins why Mr. Blood was 
not carried to Priſon before thattime:? Why, replyed the Con- 
ſtable, I do not know bevy Siri#hom can. juſtifie mein what I 
have done ; for, ſaid he, when Sir William gave this Mttimus, 
I cold him, that I durſt not carry him to: Goal before he was 
firſt carried by Virtue of a Warrant before a Juſtice of Peace; 
and thence, according as the Crime appear'd, or {worn againſt 
him, Commitred ; and then he told me, that he would bear 


- me outin it, but now-I find tothe contrary ; and belides that, 


I have opened the Buſineſs. to:rwo of my. Acquaintance, whom 
I accidentally met with here, and that are now Conſtables of 
this Pariſh, who. te]l me,. that it is in the Power of Mr. Blood 
to bring me under great trouble, for my inadyertency in the 
thing, which pray go and tell him, and that if Mr. Blood hath 
a mind to go, I neither dare nor will keep him one minute lon- 
ger in my Cuſtody. | 

| In this interval of time, Mr. Blood taking notice of the Pal- 
ſage, and obſerving that the Canſtable ablented from his Com- 
pany a good while, and taking notice al{o, that he was ſud- 
denly called for into another-Room, to ſpeak with one, and 


deſirous to knaw who it was, or what the matter. might be, 


ſent out one of his Friends to. learn who.jt was, who upon his 
return brought word, that it was one of the Wirneſles againſt 
him, that. came from Sir Wilkam Waller, but \what his Meſlage 
or Buſineſs was he knew not; but that they were together in 
the Houſe. Whereupon the ſaid Witneſs going back imme- 


- dixcely again to Sir William to tell him what the Conſtable ſaid 


rouching his incapacity | of- detaining Mr. Blood without a 
Warrant; the Conſtable came; in to. Ar. Blood, bur did not 
then cell him the. Paſſages that bappenet! berween- him and 
the two Conſtables about the danger he was in, nor the Meflage 
that the ſaid Witneſs came upon, 'ar that he went back to Sir 
William fora Warrant. Mr. 
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Mr. Blood took accalion thetof telling the Conſtable of his 
inadvertency, and that if he ( meaning himſelf.) were a trou- 
* bleſome Man, he could have trounc'd him ; how ?. replyed the 
Conſtable, and for what ? For detaining me here, replyed Mr. 
Blood, untlawtully, for 1 know : what a Juſtice of Peace ought 
todo in Caſes of this kind ; but, Jays he, as you are a Neigh- 
_ bour, and a civil Man, I ſcorn to take the advantage of you, 
though might brinpmy Action at Law againſt you, and make 
h youll mofo a bekons tor falſe I bu ayart 

This Difcourſe was ſcarce at an end; |but) the Conftable was 
ſent for a ſecond time out ob Mr. Blood's Company :to ſpeak 
with this Witnels, who was by-this time narried back:trom Sir 
William, who preſently, when he underſtood what the, Coaſta- 
ble ſaid of his not daring to hold Mr. Blagd without a Warrant, 
ſent him down with one, dated the one ahd thirtieth of January ; 
upon the: delivery whereof to'the Conſtable the Witneſs with; 
drew, and the conſtable came to Mr. Bload, and told him the = 
whole ſtory, and withal, that juſt then Sir William {ent him a 
Warrant, and what pals'd between him-and the Witnels before, 
and that he did purpoſe to diſcharge Mr, Bl4d without any more 
ado, hadnot that Warrant been brought him, acknowledging, 
that he could not anſwer his detaining of him ſo long withour 
it: A Copy of which Warrant, for the Readers further ſatisfa-

Here it may be moſt naturally inferr'd-from the Premiſles, 
that there was nothing mere aimed at in theſe pm 
tro hurry Mr. Blood to Goal, purpoſely to-bring him at ficſt un- 
der publick ſcandal, and then to ſtrip him of the good efteem 
of his Friends, by turning them all againſt him, and (ro com- 
pleat their work ) to poſlelſs Sir William Waller, that Mr. Blood 
ſtood guilty of capital offences, ſuch as Conſpiracy againſt the 
Kings Laws, ec. and therefore-fit to be:confined, for there lay 
the Lake of the Intrigue; for the original-meeting of: the two 
Witneſtes at Heaven was intended only to ſerveas a Circum- 
ſtance of their having ſeen him there, and accordingly to be 
made uſe of by them, when ever they came to prove what they 
were then imployed upon : for when they underſtood by The- 
mas (urtis, when they firſt came to Heaven, that Mr. Blood was the 
Perſonthat wasto introduce them to the King and Council, in 
order to their detecting and divulging the:Plor. that they preten- 
ded to be privy to, exceeding m greatneſs, as they called i, 
any that has been yer diſcovered by Dr Oates or Captain Bedloe, 
they excepted againſt Mr. Blood, (though they came thicher 
upon no other ſcore-than to furniſh themſelves with Circum- 
ſtances ) ſaying, Is not that the Blood chat ſtole the Crown 2 
Goddamn him, we will have nothing to do with him, for he is * 
roo great a Friend of the Duke of Buckingham's. Then to pub- 
liſh in Print, that he was a Priſoner, to the end that the [ame 
might be diſpers'd overall the Nation,and the People poſle(s'd, 
( efoecially his Friends ) that it was for high mildemeanours, 
and conſequently not bailable ; and then for haſt, becauſe his 
Reputation ſhould nor eſcape, being gull'd to take him up by a 
Mittimzes,on purpoſe to run him into Priſon; and finding that way 
not totake, then to take him by a Warrant.

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Within few days after, Mr. Blood happening to meet with 
one Mr. Burrowes, a Cabinet-ſeller in the Strand, they both by 
conſent went to the Kings-head-Tavern in Chancery-Lane to 4rink 
a Glaſs of Wine, where being accompanied by one or two 
more Gentlemen, Mr. Blood, among other Paſſages, began to 
mention Sir //illiam V7 allers's unkind ulage of, and behaviour 
towards him ; whereat Mr. Burrowes ask'd him wherein 2 Mr. 
Blood replyed, that when he was ſent for the other day by Sir 
VV liam, to give in Bail to anſwer the Charge ſworn againſt 
him by the exvo Wirneſles, he ask'd Sir /Yilliam, do you heed 
theſe Fellows? you ſhould rather ſecure, and lay them by the 
heels, for they did own before Doctor Chamberlaine; and ſeveral 
Witneſſes, that they did run away from Heaven without ſpeak- 
ing with him, becauſe they thought he was too great a Friend 
to the Duke of Buckingham, and that they then ſwore ſeveral 
times God damn them, they would deſtroy the Duke of Buck- 
ingham, by Oath, or any thing elſe they could reach him with ; 
and thereupon Sir //{lliam ask'd them both at that very inſtance 
of time, Wocker they knew or ſaid any ſuch thin acl the 
Duke ? and that they thereupon acknowledged they ſaid 1o be- 
fore DoCtor Chamberlaine ; yet Sir Y//illiam did, notwithſtanding 
that, tell Mr. Blood, ( touching him on the Sleeve ) that they 
were both honeſt Men for all this; at which Mr. Blood anſwered, 
Then the Devil is honeſt. Upori which Mr. Burrowes, ſeeming to 
be very unwilling to believe, that Sir /YVilkam could be guilcy of 
ſo great an error ; Mr, Blood, upon his own free accord, lent 
his Man to ſee if he cotld. find out Sir YYilliam, and if he did, 
to defire him to come to him to the Tayern, .to the end Mr. 
Burrowes ſhould ſee and hear Sir //iliam himſelf own to his face 
what Mr. Blood ſaid, touching him in this Particular. Sir 
VVilliam being come accordingly , Mr. Burrowes opened the 
matter, and, by way of reproach; began to charge Mr,. Blood 
with his having ſcandalized Sir Y/illam behind his back, in 
ſaying; that he did diſpence with the two Witneſſes, when he 
ſaid they were honeſt Men : I do not know, replyed Mr. 
Blood, ” is he gave them a Diſpenſation, or that he did diſ- 
penſe With them ; bur that I ſaid either the one of other, 1 
confeſs ; and then Sir YYilliam being ask'd if he (aid (6 or no ?

that when Mr. Blood was charged therewith before Sir W/ illiam 
by that Party who was ſaid to be lo concern'd, he ſhould deny it, 
which Mr Bloodis ready to prove it need be ; and it is believed 
Sir William himſelf will ownit if need be. 

Mrs. Bradley, the Woman at Heaven, was, much about the 
ſame time brought upon the ſame Stage with Mr. Blood, and it 
ſeems upon the like ſcore ; for Sir William being jealous that 
Mr. Blood held correſpondence with Thomas Curtis, ſent for her 
to know how long Mr. Blood knew the ſaid Curtis ; ſhe told him 
that the thought of never ſaw him but once, which was before 
Doctor Chamberlaine ; whereat Sir William Waller, not willing to 
believe her Anſwer, told her that ſhe lyed, it was no lich ching, 
bur that they correſponded ; you may believe me, replyed the 
Woman, if you pleaſe, forT do nor lie. 

Sir Jſilliamnot ferisfie: ed herewith, on the 3oth of January char- 

ed her with a Conſtable, and cauſtd: her to be brought before 
Fi. When ſhe came, he asked her where her Bail was, I 
haye them here, quorh ſhe ; who are they ? ſaid he; fo ſhe 
rold him; but he not liking them, commanded.th \c Conſtable 
todo his Duty, and carry her to Goal; the Conſtable hearing 
hin 10 lay, and kngwi ving | her to , be a Neighbour, carried her

- Herenpon Mrs. Bradley had both before a 
Tuſtice, to have them ſwear the Matter of Fa&t, which they 
accordingly did ; which Depolitions are to be ſeen indue time. 
From whence it may be pertinently inferr'd, that the ſaid Wit- 
nefles were then brewing what they have fince broached in the 
following manner. 

Firſt they frame and contrive, that Maurice Hickey, alias Hig-

- forth, before they could be brought to {wear to this lybornati- 
on 4gainſt the Duke. Tn manner following; viz; That the 
faid Philemon Coddan, 'and Samnict R yther; thould Sign: a Paper 


feady drawn, wherein they were to certifie, chat they Aid hear 
the Fiid Sarah Hario6d confeſs itil declarebefbre chem, that his 
Grace the Duke'bf Buckingham did forablyentet' both her Pri- 
vities,” 48 far as 1& could go! ftep'd herBreath, -and 4hen lent 
her away ; by which' conveyance the King/loft'nEvidence! 
That they were further ( as they contrived". it thamlglyes ) to 


reſtihe 
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reſtifie, that the ſaid Duke ordered che ſaid Sarah Harwood to be 
murthered, or conveyed to, and {old beyond the Seas, and that 
he had committed the like on ſeveral others, which they were 
to be ready to prove when called thereto: And that this Inſtru- 
ment ſhould be ſent ( by direftion of Mr. Blood, and the reſt 
above-mentioned) by Maurice Hicky to a certain place in Bloom/- 
berry, where he was to meet with the laid R yther and Coddan, 
and being met there, to offer both or eicher of them that came 
oo Pieces of Gold, provided they Signed the foregoing In- 
ment, and if _ did not, to ſtab them ; but if” they did 
Sign, togive them the Gold.

that time Sir Wilkam Waller comes to Town ; for when Sir Wil- 
liam came home, it's worth the Readers notice to remember, 
how he ſent for Mr. Blood preſently to the Buffillo-Tavern, 
where theſe Fellows were ; how Sir William was prevailed with 
to 
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to preſs Mr. Blood to give in Bail toanſwer what they {wore az 

ainſt him; what haſt was made in running him to Priſon, by 
fayiny hold of him firkt by, a Mittimws, and then by a Warrant, 
as by the ung appears ;.and then to have it declare;] and 
cryed about the ſtreets, thathe. was in Priſon, when he wasnot ; 
and how Mr. Blood was dilappointed by thoſe Hands who pro- 
miſed to have them forthwith coming before thar Juſtice of 
Peace in Weitminſter that rook examination on his behalf, ro an- 
{wer what he had to accule them of, but did not : for Mr. Blood 
having examin'd Witnefles before a Juſtice in the Liberty of 
Weitminſter, before whom a Conſpiracy was proved to be on foor

aſperſe Thomas Blood Eſq; that be would have ſuborned them to 
wear ſome notorious Crimes againſt the ſaid Duke, ( who now abſcond 
themſelves.) If any can give notice of the ſaid Philemon Coddan 
and Samnel Ryther, unto the ſaid Thomas Blood Eſq, at bis 
Houſe over the Bowling-Alley in Weſtminſter, or to Dorman New- 
man at the Kings-Arms inthe Poultry, they ſhall be well rewarded. 
When this was cryed about the ſtreets, and a Reward profer- 
ed to any thar could tell where theſe Fellows were, one Mrs. 
Stringer, that keeps a Cup of Ale to ſell at the lower end'of 
Lons- Acre, happened to buy the Intelligence, and knowing theſe 
Perſons, when mentioned, and wherethey lay,came to Mr Blood's 
Houſe to let him know where they lay, under hopes, it is ſup- 
poſed, of receiving the promiſed Revvard; but miſſing of Mr.

Where- 
upon ſhe told them he ſent, that ſhe kneyv Philemon Ceddan and 
Samnel -Ryther, mentioned in- Mr. Thompſons Intelligence, very 
vvell, thar Coddan lodged in the next Houſe, viz. at Mr. Monkes a 
Dyer,for ſome time, that he vvas indebted to herfor Drink, &c. 
Whereupon Mr. Bloods Friends deftred her to let them knovv, if 
ſhe could teltvyhere the ſaid Perſons lay novy ? ſhe told them in

Yes, ſaid ſhe, I knovv 
them all-three conſtant Companions rogether, and that they 
uſvally reſorted to her Cellar,” accompanied great many times 
by other HiſþMen,vyho vyete of ther Gatig,and ns 
e 
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ſhe knew not, though they-all rogether dyeted with her common- 
ly. Have you taken any notice of any diſcourſe they had when 
they were together ? replyed the Juſtice. Why, replyed the Wo- 
man, when they diſcourſed about any thing that they would not 
have me, or the Houle privy to, they uſually Poke Trib. And being 
asked, whether ſhe knew any remarkable thing or paſſage relating 
to any of the three under preſent debate. Yes, ſaid ſhe: Wha is't ? 
Why, ſaid ſhe, the day after Hickey was cryed in the Intelligence, 
and one hundred Pounds bid to any that could diſcover him, ſhe e- 
ſpied him go by-her door in very great haſt, and being indebred to 
her, ſhe ran after him, and with much ado overrook him in ſuch 
a Sweat, that every drop that came from him looked as big as a 
Pea; being overtook, the asked him for the Money he owed her, 
for, ſaid ſhe, we are very Poor People, andnew Beginners, and 
you would do very well ro pay us. Wherero Mr. Hickey reply- 
ing, Iam, ſaid he, going into the Ciry ro Mr. (oddan, and though 
I am diſappointed at preſent, yet it ſhall not be long before I con- 
rent you ; and not only that, but I will ſpeak roMr. Coddan to do 
the like for what he owes you, 

The next day, being the ſecond day after Hickey was cryed in the 
Intelligence Coddan himſelf came ro Mr. Monkes,, whom he owed

Coddan ) that Hickey is in the Gate-houſe, and did notItell you before, 
that I was ſure it was the ſame Hickey that was cryed in the Intelli- 
gence the other day. (oddan replyed ro Mr. Monk and ſhe,” ſaying, 
I was not willing you ſhould take him, becauſe had a mind to take 
him my ſelf, Whereupon the Woman told the Juſtice, that the 
ſaid Coddan owing her Money, ſhe went ſeveral times ro demand ir, 
butto littlepurpoſe ; and being loſt for fome time, the heard at laſt 
that he lay in London, whither ſhe and her Husband went on a San- 
day morning to demand their Debr, not exceeding five Shillings. He 
reply'd, Damn him, he woul& pay her no Money, if ic were to fave

Why, 
replied Blood's Friend, reading in the Intelligence that your Lord- 
ſhip had a Warranc y_ Mr. Blood and Friends, I thought ic 
might be my ſelf ;, whereupon my Lord ſent his Clerk co Fidone 
whether by his Entries any Warrant appeared iflued againſt one 
of that name; who went accordingly, and brought word that 
he did not find any, and when there 1s, ſaid the Clerk, Vie ſend 
word.
